11.  BRIEF  SUMMARY  AND  ANALYSIS

Observers  noted  a star  like  object  white  in  color  traveling; 
toward  the  northern  sky,  Tho  object  was  moving  about  the 
speed  of  an  aircraft.  Upon  disappearonce  tho  object  was  in 
the  west.  The  initial  sighting  was  of  an  object  traveling 
toward  the  north.  The  object  then  made  a shirp  turn  toward 
the  K".'/  and  proceeded  toward  that  direction  for  a while. 

The  object  then  became  stationary  over  the  town  of  Srdth- 
town  which  was  west  of  tho  observation  point.  The  object 
was  not  in  constant  observation. 

The  d ascription  is  consistent  with  that  of  an  aircraft 
obsen/ation.  In  regards  to  the  observation  of  ths 
stationary  object  in  the  west  it  appeares  that  the  star 
Arcturus  was  bcrn.T  v.vitched.

tiian  a day  or  two  later.  Your  cooperation  and  good  sense  will  help  the  Air 
Fbrce  investigate  these  si^itings  in  a professional  manner.
